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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 63-70 in the reply filed on April 25, 
2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that "the inventions as 
restricted are not so different as would require a burden on the Examiner that is 
significantly beyond that of the normal burdens of examination." This is not found 
persuasive because since the three invention groups as restricted are classified in 
different classes and subclasses and will be undue burden on examiner if all three 
invention groups are considered as single invention and are examined. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1-62 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on April 25, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 . 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
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granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



4. Claims 63-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Savitskyetal (6,571,271). 

Regarding claim 66 , Savitzky discloses a transfer device (Figs. 1-5) for 
transferring data stored in a connected digital device to an external storage device, 
comprising: 

a memory for temporary storage of data retrieved from said digital device 
(column 2, lines 40-68) 

communicating unit for communicating with said external storage device; 

transmitting unit for transmitting data stored in said memory to said external 
storage device by control of said external storage device; and 

retrieving unit for retrieving at least a part of said data before said external 
storage device becomes ready to receive data and storing in said memory (columns 9 
and 10). 

Method claims 63 and 68 correspond to apparatus claim 66. Therefore method 
claims 63 and 68 are rejected by the same reason as applied to apparatus claim 66 

Further for claims 68, Savitzky teaches a computer readable medium stored with 
a program since Savitzky teaches that retrieving, storing and transmitting the data 
under controlling by a computer (columns 3 and 4, Figs. 1-3,5). 
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Regarding claims 64, 67 and 69, Savitzky further teaches a transfer device 
according to Claim 66, wherein said external storage device remotely controls said 
transfer device since the transfer device transmits the data in response to the request 
of the external device (column 1, lines 40-65, column 2, lines 55-68). 

Regarding claims 65 and 70, Savitzky teaches transferring data to said external 
storage device is synchronous to retrieving image from said digital device when said 
digital device is connected since the digital is retrieved from the digital device and then 
transferring to the external device (column 2, lines 40-48). 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Matsumoto , Parulski et al and Anderson et al teach apparatus 
for transferring the digital data from a storage device to an external devices.
